About a year ago, I was in touch with Mrs. Sloman and also 
with her son, with regard to the Owen material. I was hoping 
that the Sloman collectioxx would contain some of Mrs. Gallup's 
hiliteral cipher material, hut, just as you were disappointed at 
not finding ary therein, so also was I. 


It is my helief that all of Mrs. Gallup's hiliteral cipher 
material is now in possession or custody of Mrs. Curtis. It 
appears that Colonel Fahyan gave (or loaned) that material to 
Mr. Cxxrtis. I have also heen in touch with Mrs. Curtis hut so 
far she has not found it convenient to permit any scholar to 
have access to that mterlalj this also has heen a source of 
keen disappointment. 

With regard to the documents you have sent me, I am somewhat 
familiar with them, having seen them at the Library of Congress, 
hut I am glad to have an opportunity to study them more carefully, 
and will return them soon. 

I hope that the address on your letter means only that you 
are a memher of the staff and are in sound health,
